Jerome  Hines,  26  years  old,  con¬ 
sidered  by  the  New  York  Times 
as  one  of  the  most  gifted  Ameri¬ 
can  artists,  made  his  professional 
debut  at  the  age  of  18,  while  still 
in  college.  Since  that  time  he  has 
sung  with  the  San  Francisco  opera, 
has  been  soloist  at  the  Holly¬ 
wood  Bowl  and  had  leading  roles 
with  the  Los  Angeles  Philhar¬ 
monic,  New  Orleans  and  Central 
City  Opera  companies. 

Iilncs  Wins  Award. 

Mr.  Hines  won  last  year’s  $1,000 
Caruso  award,  given  annually  by 
the  Metropolitan  opera. 

Harry  Farbman,  who  directs 
the  Farbman  Sinfonietta,  is  a  well- 
known  violinist  and  assistant  con¬ 
ductor  of  the  St.  Louis  Symphony 
orchestra.  Pianist  with  this  group 
is  young  Edith  Schiller,  whose 
musicianship  is  acclaimed  by  all 
who  hear  her. 

It  has  been  said  of  this  en¬ 
semble  that  every  performer  in 
it  is  a  concert  artist.  The  New 
York  Herald  Tribune  says,  “Their 
combined  technique,  pulsating  tone 
and  flawless  intonation  seemed 
the  result  of  fine  individual 
talents  integrated  in  one  artistic 
entity." 

Rubinstein  Foremost. 

In  bringing  Rubinstein  to  Wart- 
burg  college  the  Artist  Series 
committee  will  be  bringing  the 
pianist  who  succeeded  the  ever- 
famous  Paderewski  as  the  fore¬ 
most  pianist  of  the  world.  This 
59-year-old  musician  has  toured 
all  parts  of  the  western  world 
for  40  years. 

Born  in  Poland,  Rubinstein 
first  came  to  the  United  States 
at  the  age  of  16.  He  says  he  was 
not  a  good  pianist  at  that  time 
and  gives  as  his  incentive  for 
becoming  a  first-rate  pianist  his 
four  children.

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Education  Change  Suggested 

Among  the  many  new  ideas  being  suggested  for  chang¬ 
ing  the  American  system  of  education  has  been  the  one  ad¬ 
vocating  a  concentrated  study  of  one  course  at  a  time.  This 
idea  for  replacing  the  present  system  of  diversified 
courses  has  been  put  forth  by  many  leading  educators 
throughout  the  years,  and  even  students  have  advocated  it 
from  time  to  time. 

Because  the  idea  of  a  change  in  higher  education  has 
come  up  in  various  student  discussions  during  the  current 
year,  the  TRUMPET  was  interested  in  hearing  of  the  results 
of  a  poll  recently  taken  on  the  campus  of  Midland  college, 
Fremont,  Neb.,  and  reported  in  the  Midland.  Reactions  to 
the  suggestion  were  closely  split,  with  43  per  cent  of  those 
polled  favoring  the  present  method  and  36  per  cent  the  new  \ 
method.  As  would  seem  only  natural,  21  per  cent  of  the  stu-  j 
dents  held  no  definite  opinion. 

More  interesting  than  the  statistics  were  some  of  the 
vocal  reactions  to  the  proposal.  For  instance,  a  freshman 
averred,  “A  student  would  be  able  to  go  into  a  subject  more 
thoroughly  and  would  get  more  out  of  it.” 

Another  claimed,  "You  would  get  more  out  of  the  course 
and  really  learn  to  concentrate." 

But  the  objections  to  such  a  change  were  even  more  vo-  i 
cal.  One  coed  declared,  "You’d  become  too  narrow.  Who 
wants  to  concentrate  on  one  subjest  at  a  time?  Who  wants 
to  eat  one  food  all  the  time?  Boy,  what  a  rut!” 

One  of  the  frank  answers  given  to  the  Midland’s  query 
was,  “I  haven’t  enough  will  power  to  concentrate  on  any¬ 
thing  that  long." 

There  exists  in  America  today  the  almost  unanimous 
belief  that  education  is  far  from  reaching  its  intended  goal. 
Several  new  ideas  have  been  suggested ;  other  systems  have 
been  set  forth.  Not  all  are  rational,  but  there  are  certainly 
enough  of  them  to  which  serious  thought  may  be  given. 

Can  a  small  college  like  Wartburg  dare  make  a  funda¬ 
mental  change?  The  answer  is  simply  that  if  such  a  change 
is  worthy,  it  can  and  should  be  made.  At  least  it  might  be 
worth  looking  into.

Winnie  Plays  In  Drama 

When  one  looks  at  the  gradual  development  of  western  civiliza¬ 
tion,  that  civilization  of  which  America  is  such  an  intrinsic  part  and 
of  which  it  can  never  separate  itself,  the  similarity  between  that 
civilization  and  a  giant  drama  is  a  striking  one. 

We  can  follow  the  plot  through  the  centuries,  we  can  see 
the  inevitable  development  from  introduction  to  climax  and  we 
can  guess  that  sooner  or  later  there  will  come  the  final  act,  the 
solution.  Whether  the  play  will  have  a  happy  ending  or  a  tragic 
one  is  impossible  to  say.  But  we  can  easily  see  that  our  part  of 
the  play  falls  in  the  third  act,  the  climax. 

Many  great  actors  have  appeared  on  the  scene  since  the  beginning 
of  the  drama.  We  call  them  religious  leaders,  philosophers,  monarchs, 
statesmen,  educators  and  what  not  But  all  of  them  have  one  thing 
in  common — for  the  short  duration  of  their  appearance  they  play  the 
lead.  To  them  falls  the  duty  of  carrying  on  the  central  theme  of  the 
whole  play. 

One  of  the  greatest  among  those  great  actors  is  undoubtedly 
Winston  Churchill.  Although  many  men  have  held,  or  are  hold¬ 
ing.  more  power  than  he,  Churchill  stands  out  as  the  one  great 
intellectual  and  political  figure  of  our  times.  His  accomplished 
statesmanship,  his  inborn  understanding  of  human  nature,  his 
ability  to  see  farther  than  his  own  lifetime  make  him  a  giant 
among  giants.  I 

He  towers  far  above  Hitler,  Mussolini  or  even  Stalin.  They  are 
among  the  villains;  he  is  among  the  heroes.  His  fair-mindedness  and 
impartiality  have  already  impressed  men  during  his  lifetime.  How 
much  more  will  history  recognize  his  greatness? 

Throughout  his  political  career  he  has  shown  a  single-mind¬ 
edness  of  purpose  and  a  high  degree  of  idealism  unmatched  in 
modern  history.  His  purpose — peace;  he  has  devoted  his  life  to 
it.  His  ideal — let  free  men  choose  their  own  government  freely 
and  they  will  choose  right:  he  has  devoted  all  his  powers  to  it. 
Winston  Churchill  never  interferes  with  the  political  life  of  a 
free  nation,  he  believes  in  the  common  sense  inherent  in  man. 
His  faith  in  mankind  is  amazing  and  refreshing. 

Winston  Churchill  has  been  called  many  things — statesman,  poli¬ 
tician,  political  philosopher  —  the  list  could  go  on  indefinitely  and 
none  of  the  terms  would  adequately  describe  him.  The  best  descrip¬ 
tion  was  probably  given  by  a  nameless  English  soldier  during  one 
of  the  German  air  raids  against  London — “Mr.  Churchill?  He’s  a 
great  man!”

In  a  reorganization  move  that  is  in  line  with  Wartburg’s1 
expanding  physical  education  program,  Melvin  (Nellie)  Nel¬ 
son  has  been  named  athletic  director  as  of  April  1,  as  an¬ 
nounce^  by  President  C.  H.  Becker. 

"Ax”  Bundgaard,  who  has  had  this  position  since  the 
fall  of  1947,  requested  to  be  relieved  of  the  athletic  director¬ 
ship,  but  will  continue  as  head  of  the  college  physical  educa¬ 
tion  department.  Work  in  this  department  has  been  increas¬ 
ing  constantly,  especially  since  the  major  in  physical  educa¬ 
tion  was  added.  A  full  physical  education  major  for  women 
also  is  now  being  offered. 

Coaching  responsibility  will  remain  as  it  has  been.  Coach 
Nelson  will  head  football  and  wx-estling,  and  Bundgaard  will 
continue  as  varsity  basketball  coach,  track  coach  and  assist¬ 
ant  in  football.  "Earnie”  Oppermann,  who  will  continue  as 
acting  dean  of  students,  will  handle  baseball,  assist  in  foot¬ 
ball  and  work  with  the  Squires  in  basketball. 

(The  Rev.  Marvin  Grunke,  who  was  to  have  returned 
next  year  as  dean  of  students,  will  continue  for  another  year 
at  the  University  of  Minnsota,  where  he  is  studying  in  the 
field  of  counseling  and  guidance.  According  to  Dr.  Becker, 
Mr.  Grunke  will  return  in  the  fall  of  1950.) 

With  the  new  half-million  dollar  gymnasium  available 
next  year,  Wartburg's  physical  education  facilities  have  been 
greatly  expanded.  The  new  football  practice  field  and  a  track 
are  now  being  prepared.  The  new  tennis  courts  have  been  in 
use  since  last  fall,  and  the  baseball  field  is  being  conditioned 
for  use  this  season.
